Shoppers were startled and delighted as 40 dancers sprang into action in Ramsgate on Saturday during 
a flash mob-style dance. Volunteers dressed in aprons and wielding dusters strutted their stuff as part 
of the Ramsgate Arts Take Art Take Pride series of events.

THREE American fighter-jets 
could be involved in a spectacular 
tribute to the crews of planes shot 
down over the isle during the war. 

The US Air Force F-15s could make a dra¬ 
matic flypast of Westgate-on-Sea to honour the 
men who perished when two Liberator 
bombers went down in 1944, if plans go ahead. 

There will be a ceremony to commemorate 
those who lost their lives in Westgate and it 
will be attended by an American contingent as 
well as local dignitaries. 

The aircraft from the 392nd USAAF bomb¬ 
ing group, based in East Anglia, crashed off the 
beach at St Mildred’s Bay, Westgate, on April 
27,1944. 

Salute 

Five of the crew were killed and four injured. 
That same night, another Liberator, from the 
446th USAAF bombing group, stationed at 
Flixston, came down at Foreness Point, killing 
eight of the ten aboard. 

A missing-man salute, when three planes fly 
horizontally before one suddenly shoots off at 
a vertical, could be the tribute of choice, if the 
flypast happens. 

Councillor Simon Moores has had a long 
interest in the story. He pieced together the cir¬ 
cumstances of the crashes on his Thanet Life 
blog last year and helps organise the memori¬ 
al, which took place for the first time last April. 

He said: “The flypast could happen if the 
right permission is granted. The missing-man 
is quite a spectacular tribute and would be an 
amazing sight over Westgate.” 
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Conservative 
group leader 
quits top role

THE leader of the ruling 
Conservative group on 
Thanet council has 
stepped down after 11 
years at its helm. 

Sandy Ezekiel announced his 
decision at a Tory group meeting 
last Wednesday as speculation 
about his position came to a head. 

He has been succeeded as 
Conservative group leader by Bob 
Bayford, who will step into his 
shoes as ‘leader-elect’ until May, 
when his position as leader of the 
full council should be confirmed at 
its annual general meeting. 

A statement issued by the Thanet 
Conservative group said: “At a meet¬ 
ing of the councillors of the Thanet 
Conservative group on Wednesday 
evening, Cllr Bob Bayford of the 
Kingsgate ward was elected as the 
new leader of the Group. 

“Cllr Bayford, who is also a Kent 
county councillor, will take the 
place of Cllr Sandy Ezekiel and will 
serve as ‘leader-elect’ until the 
Annual General Meeting of the 
council in May.” 

Cllr Ezekiel became the leader of 
Thanet Conservatives in 1999, and 
leader of the council when they took 
power from Labour in spring 2003. 

He said: “I told the Conservative 
group at our annual general meet¬ 
ing last year that I would not be 
taking the group through the local 
elections in May 2011, and there¬ 
fore did not put my name forward 
for selection as leader. 

“I’m delighted that Cllr Bayford 
will be leading the group next year 
and into the local elections in 2011.” 

Cllr Bayford said: “I’d like to thank 
Cllr Ezekiel for 11 years of devoted 
service to the people of Thanet. 

“These are difficult times for local 
government and, while I plan to

continue the good work of my pred¬ 
ecessor, I recognise that with the 
economic events of the last 12 
months behind us and a general 
election ahead of us, a new perspec¬ 
tive is needed. 

“Thanet faces unique challenges, 
but it also offers equally unique 
opportunities through its coastline, 
tourism, green energy, its airport, 
harbours and much more. 

“I have a number of ideas which I 
hope will contribute to making 
Thanet a better place for us all.” 

The deputy leader of the group, 
Roger Latchford, is, Yourthanet 
understands, staying on in his role. 


Access road works 
make Roman finds 

PIECES of the past have been 
unearthed by the first stages of con¬ 
struction of the East Kent Access 
Road project. 

Archaeologists have found arte¬ 
facts dating from when the Romans 
inhabited Thanet, as well from other 
periods. 

The finds from the recent excava¬ 
tions were shown to isle residents at 
two roadshows from the Trust for 
Thanet Archaelogy over the weekend. 

The first took place at Margate 
library on Saturday, and the second 
at Westwood Cross on Sunday. 

Shoppers thronged around the stall 
outside Debenhams to look at what 
has been found so far. 

Pieces of Roman ceramics from the 
period around 150AD, flints used to 
work on animal skins and animal 
bones were among the pieces on 
show. 

Similar remains were found by 
teams near Monkton and Minster, 
before Thanet Earth was built 
around two years ago. 

Fantastic 

Archaeologist David Crawford- 
White, who is the archaeology out¬ 
reach officer for the road, said: “Much 
of what we have been finding are 
domestic items and we have found 
some really good examples. 

“We have had a fantastic response 
to this, people are really interested in 
the area’s history. 

“The Isle of Thanet has a unique 
archaeological heritage and what has 
been found locally so far has been 
tremendous, but there is so much 
more to find. People have been living 
here for 6,000 years.” 

The road is being built from near 
the old cooling towers in Richborough 
and will snake up to Manston. 

It will join up to Cliffsend in the 
east and a second section will split off 
and finish at the Tothill Street round¬ 
about near Minster in the west. 

A stretch will run alongside the 
Kent International Airport runway, 
and the work there is currently the 
most visible. 

It is hoped it will ease congestion 
and attract more businesses into the 
area joining up the districts of Dover 
and Thanet further.

Ws left the isle in a sorry state' 


THE man who opposed Sandy 
Ezekiel during his last year of lead¬ 
ing the Thanet Tories has launched a 
blistering attack on his political rival. 

Clive Hart, leader of the isle’s 
Labour group, says that Cllr 
Ezekiel’s seven years in charge of the 
local authority have left Thanet in a 
“sorry state”. 

He said: “He did his best, but as 
each year passed Cllr Ezekiel steadi¬ 
ly lost effective control of the council. 

“Despite his volatile behaviour 
being reported in national maga¬ 
zines, he clung desperately to power 
and Thanet suffered accordingly. 

“Who knows what effect his ‘style’ 
of leadership has had on inward 
investors?” 

Cllr Ezekiel retains his position of 
council leader until May, when 
leader-elect and new Tory group 


chairman Bob Bayford is expected to 
replace him. 

It has been no secret that there is 
no love lost between Cllr Ezekiel and 
Cllr Hart, but the latter is clearly 
angry over the Conservative man’s 
leadership of the council. 

Cllr Hart said: “His legacy is 
depressing. Early this year he led the 
council into the unknown with his 
panic to push through the ‘shared 
services’ scheme for east Kent. 

“Thanet council is now tied in to 
long, expensive and binding agree¬ 
ments with its neighbouring author¬ 
ities with no clear financial savings. 

‘Yet [there will be] established and 
substantial financial penalties to find 
should the ventures fail. 

“Days after that decision, the coun¬ 
cil was presented with a Financial 
Risk Assessment in which its finan¬ 


cial officers described the ‘shared 
services’ project as probably the 
largest risk facing the council to date. 

“The likelihood of shared services 
not being progressed was also 
deemed to be high-risk. 

“Under Cllr Ezekiel’s leadership, 
Margate’s high street has been 
branded one of the dreariest in the 
country and Ramsgate royal harbour 
has been downgraded to the bottom 
six of 91 UK harbours.” 

The Tories’ new leader is Bob 
Bayford, the elected ward member 
for Kingsgate. 

Cllr Hart said: I congratulate Cllr 
Bayford on his election as Con¬ 
servative leader, but seven years of 
Cllr Ezekiel’s leadership has left our 
district in a very sorry state indeed 
and turning this situation around 
will be a major task.”

New scanner 
will save lives 


Appeal allows listed- 
building development 


A SCANNER worth £1 million is 
now in operation at the QEQM 
Hospital in Margate. 

Trust chairman Nicholas Wells 
unveiled the revolutionary 
Siemens Definition Flash CT 
Scanner at the hospital this week. 

The scanner is extremely fast, 
which means images of complex 
organs such as the heart can now 
be taken because it won’t expose 
patients to high levels of radiation. 

Doctors can use the CT scanner, 
which is new to the UK, for things 
they never could before, such as 
to see how far a stroke has pro¬ 
gressed. 

Patients suffering trauma 
injuries such as bleeding on the 
brain will be diagnosed quicker 
than ever before and computer 
technology means problems that 
may once have passed unnoticed 
can now be picked up - potentially 
saving hundreds of lives. 

Anne Greenhalgh, clinical direc¬ 
tor, said the new scanner will 
accommodate up to 52 scans per 
day and produce high-quality 
images at the lowest achievable 
dose of radiation. 

Clinical manager Ruth Moore 
added: “The incredible reduction in 
radiation dose makes these new 
scanners much healthier for 
patients by protecting the most 
radiation-sensitive organs of the 
body, such as the female breast.” 


AN APPEAL by the owners of a list¬ 
ed building on Ramsgate seafront 
against a planning decision by 
Thanet council has been allowed. 

Plans to repair and extend number 
one Granville Marina into flats was 
refused by the council’s planning 
committee in June 2009. 

The proposals were to convert the 
original building, which was in a 
state of severe disrepair and needed 
to be reinstated, and to add on a 
three-storey side extension. 

The plans would create five two- 
bedroom flats and a one-bedroom 
flat. 

Councillors refused the application 
on the grounds that the scale and 
design would have a detrimental 
impact on the building. 

They also felt the proposed exten¬ 
sion would not be in keeping with 
the surrounding conservation area. 

A council spokeswoman said: “The 
developers took the matter to appeal 
and the Planning Inspector has 
agreed with the developers that the 
planned extension would not have a 
harmful impact on either the exist¬ 
ing listed building or the surround¬ 
ing area, because it would be set 
back from the main building. 

“He was satisfied that the exten¬ 
sion would be set back from the 


existing building and only a small 
part would be linked to the listed 
building and therefore no features of 
importance would be lost. 

“It had previously been argued 
that the extension was also justified, 
as the money made from it could be 
used to pay to reinstate the building. 

“This was an argument the inspec¬ 
tor also agreed with.” 

John Kirby, cabinet member for 
regulatory services and Ramsgate 
marina, said: “Obviously the council 
is disappointed with this decision. 

“Members of the planning commit¬ 
tee took the decision to refuse this 
application as they didn’t feel it 
would benefit either the listed build¬ 
ing or the surrounding area. 

“That’s something the inspector 
did not agree with and of course we 
abide by that decision. 

“We look forward to something 
now happening with this property as 
soon as possible, as I’m sure we can 
all agree that we want to see this 
lovely building restored properly and 
brought back into use.” 

The planning inspector was also 
asked to decide on a separate appli¬ 
cation for costs relating to the appeal. 

He decided to allow this applica¬ 
tion, although the amount of costs 
has yet to be decided.

MR hopes cash 
wil breathe life 
into old pavflion 


FUNDING to the tune of 
£200,000 will come to Thanet to 
help support the regeneration of 
seaside towns and an isle MP 
says it could be good news for 
Ramsgate’s Royal Pavilion. 

The money is from the Department for 
Communities and Local Government and 
has been given to the isle as it is one of the 25 
most deprived local authorities. 

South Thanet MP Stephen Ladyman said 
the money could be used to breathe new life 
into the Victorian Pavilion on Ramsgate 
seafront, which has been unused for about 
two years, since the casino was taken to 
Westwood Cross. 

It could spur on a further grant from the 
Sea Change fund, which put in money for the 
Dreamland regeneration project. 

He said: “The big news for my constituency is 
the extension of the Sea Change programme. 

“I want Thanet council to look long and 
hard about working with Ramsgate Town 
Council and local partners at what could be 
done with the pavilion because a Sea Change 
grant might be exactly what is needed to 
start the ball rolling. 

“We got £3million towards Dreamland and 
we could get a substantial contribution to the 
pavilion for the right project. 

“I’ve already spoken to tourism minister

Margaret Hodge and I know she would wel¬ 
come a bid from us. It just needs Thanet 
council to move things forward.” 

The money has been earmarked to help 
tackle unemployment in Margate and 
Ramsgate and to spur regeneration as part 
of £5million given out nationwide. 

The two towns are part of the launch of the 
Government’s new national strategy for sea¬ 
side towns published on Thursday last week. 

The money will be received in the next few 
weeks. 

Thanet council officials say they are 
“already considering how it plans to use that 
money to make the most difference”. 

Roger Latchford, cabinet member for 
regeneration and economic development, 
said: “This is fantastic news for Thanet and 
fits in with the work already being done in 
regenerating our coastal towns.” 

The Sea Change programme will be 
extended beyond 2011, and £3million has 
been sealed for the revamp of Dreamland. 

Dr Ladyman added: “With The Thanet 
Array wind farm nearing completion and the 
London Array to be built from Port Ramsgate 
we’ve got a good chance to capitalise on today’s 
announcements about green technologies. 

“There are big opportunities for Thanet if 
we show the determination to grasp them.”

The station is set up as an independent 
non-profit-making company and a five- 
year licence has been awarded by com¬ 
munications industiy watchdog Ofcom.

In Kingsgate, The Fayreness Hotel will have 
it on, while in Broadstairs The Lanthome and 
Cramptons will be screening it in 3D. 

Margate pubs offering the experience will be 
The Wig and Pen and Sheldons. 

The Sky Sports show begins at noon, with 
the game kicking off at 12.45pm. 

Punters will have to watch the screens using 
3D glasses to get the full effect. Some 200 pairs 
of glasses will be delivered to each pub to 
ensure there are enough to go round. 

Craig Knight, of Thorley Taverns, said: “The 
screens were delivered last week and I’ve 
been told they are unbelievable by people who 
have watched them. It will be showing on our 
47-inch screens. 

“We are one of the first pub companies in 
Kent who will be doing this, as far as I under¬ 


stand it. There is a three-month roll-out period. 

“We are starting off with a great game, so 
we’re sure there will be a big uptake for it. It 
will be quite interesting to see how it goes and 
what people think about it.” 

Chelsea fan Mark Scott, 29, of Broadstairs, 
said: “I can’t wait for this. Not only is it going to 
be a massive game against United, but I’ll be 
able to see it in 3D. I loved Avatar at the cine¬ 
ma when I saw it and if the visuals are half as 
good as that then it will be great. I hope it 


works as well for sport as it does for movies.” 

The new system is tipped to be the next big 
thing in home entertainment and will soon be 
in people’s living rooms up and down the land. 

Five more live games are planned to be 
broadcast in 3D by Sky before the end of the 
season. 

Sky is planning to show documentaries and 
arts programmes in 3D later this year, but for 
now it will be pubs and clubs that are providing 
its 3D experience first.

you straight away. You know what their feed¬ 
back is straight away. What you see is what 
you get [on stage] - you can’t go back and say 
‘Oh sony, can we do that again, I mucked it up.’ 

^ How significant was I'm A Celebrity...? 

A lt was three weeks of my life that I really 
enjoyed, but everyone asks if it was life¬ 
changing. No, it was like going on a rubbish 
holiday with 15 people you’ll never want to see 
again, then coming back like Elvis for three 
weeks. I’m not knocking it - if they asked me 
to do it again, I’d do it at the drop of a hat. I 
loved it. You came back a stone and a half 
lighter and constipated. 

Q What are you looking forward to in the live show? What 
are you expecting from the audience? 

A All these types of shows you can rehearse 
for weeks on end, but there is always some¬ 
thing missing - the audience. That’s why our 
rehearsal schedule is quite tight. 

We only have about eight days of rehearsals. 
If you go over and over it, you’re not sure if it 
is funny any more. 

Once the audience get in front of you, they’re 
the ones who tell you if it is any good. 
Especially the kids - they are brutally honest. 
Adults will sit through two-and-a-half hours of 
cack, but kids, if they are bored, will get up, go 
to the toilet, text their mates or whatever. It’s 
a different type of show working for kids. 


j Is it important to introduce them to the theatre? 

A Yes. At the moment, all the kids know is 
what is behind a video screen. What’s on 
the Playstation or X-box, what’s on the com¬ 
puter or email, or on the telly with 300 chan¬ 
nels. So when they get into a theatre, they’re 
like ‘I didn’t know it was like this’. I think it is 
important kids are introduced to live theatre. 

What type of shows do you like to watch? 

A Over the past couple of years with my son, 
who’s 21 and an actor, we’ve said we have 
to see all these shows that have been running 
for 22-23 years. They’ve been running because 
they have something special about the show. 
So we’ve been to see Les Mis, The Phantom Of 
The Opera and others. 

What is the best show you've been to see? 

A The best one we’ve seen is The Woman In 
Black. It’s been running for 24 years now. 
It’s a horror story and a ghost story. There are 
two people and they play about 12 characters 
each and it blew me away. 

There’s no set and it’s all done with lighting 
and a bit of net curtain. It’s the experience of 
live theatre and of two people holding an audi¬ 
ence for two-and-a-half hours. That is what 
live theatre is all about - experiencing some¬ 
thing, not just watching it on a dead screen. 


Q You're somewhat of a panto pro - how long have you 
been involved in pantomime? 

A I’ve done 28 years of panto, so I’ve done 
quite a lot of this type of work. I’ve never 
done this show, but I’ve done musicals and 
plays - I did Mel Brooks’s The Producers the 
year before last, so I’ve done a fair few bits and 
pieces. 


Q How many times have you performed at Chatham's 
Central Theatre? 

A Loads of times, because I live here. I live in 
Rochester, so I know the area well. It’s one 
of the reasons for doing this for me. I can get 
home every night. Normally at this time of the 
year we’re out on the road. This year, for a 
month, I can get home every night, which 
makes a change for me.

A Everyone knows the story of The Wizard Of 
Oz and the kids know the characters.

Dirty types could be 
named and shamed 

PEOPLE caught flytipping, littering and 
causing noise nuisance could be named 
and shamed this summer. 

A new campaign is being launched as 
part of the Government’s Justice Seen 
Justice Done initiative. It aims to 
address concerns about crime and jus¬ 
tice and will also apply to dog-owners 
who do not clean up after their pets. 

National research shows 42 per cent of 
people say that knowing action will be 
taken to punish offenders would encour¬ 
age them to report crimes. 

A similar number said they wanted to 
hear about the punishments handed out 
for those crimes. The campaign warns 
offenders that they could be named and 
shamed in future and focuses on the 
crimes that most affect people’s day-to- 
day lives. 

Confidence 

Anyone who fails to pay a fixed-penalty 
notice for dog-fouling or littering could 
be among those named and shamed. 

Tiffany Hall, Thanet neighbourhood 
crime and justice coordinator, said: “This 
is about improving people’s confidence in 
the justice system. 

“We know from research that all too 
often people hear about the crimes but 
don’t hear about the punishments. 

‘We want to change that and reassure 
people we are taking action on the 
crimes that matter most to them. 

We also want people to feel confident 
to stand up and report crime, environ¬ 
mental issues or antisocial behaviour 
and to know that something will be done 
about them.” 

In 2009, community wardens issued 
357 fines of £80 each for offences such as 
littering and dog-fouling.

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Social workers 

underpressure 
'but managing'

SOCIAL workers are “just about 
coping” with the pressures of pre¬ 
venting a Baby P-type tragedy 
occurring in Kent. 

That is the verdict of County Hall’s chief 
executive Peter Gilroy, who has made 19 rec¬ 
ommendations on how to improve children’s 
social services after a 16-month review. 

Among them is the need for regular 
updates from senior staff, easier computer 
programmes to cut red tape, and the intro¬ 
duction of new trainee and bursary schemes. 

The review was commissioned by Kent 
County Council in December, 2008, in 
response to the Baby P scandal that resulted 
in social workers throughout the UK finding 
themselves under intense scrutiny. 

Its publication comes just days after 
Rosalind Turner, the head of child protection 
services, issued a public apology when it 
emerged a social worker failed to act after 
being warned about a man who went on to 
kill his baby daughter. 

Consequences 

Christopher Sellman, 24, from Tunbridge 
Wells, was found guilty of the November, 
2008, manslaughter of his 25-day-old daugh¬ 
ter, Tiffany, when he appeared at Maidstone 
Crown Court earlier this month. 

In the review, Mr Gilroy wrote: “As we 
know from recent events, even when a single 
human error is made it can have tragic con¬ 
sequences. 

“It is at times like these we need to be most 
supportive, as well as publicly standing up to 
be held to account where systemic failure or 
professional incompetence or negligence are 
the causes. We - all of us - need to bear in 
mind that social workers are dealing with 
complex, dysfunctional and at times danger¬ 
ous individuals and families. It is not a job for 
the faint-hearted.” 

Seventeen-month-old Baby P - who has 
since been named as Peter Connolly - died 
after receiving sustained abuse at the hands 
of his mother, her boyfriend and their lodger 
in Haringey, north London, in August, 2007. 

According to the NSPCC, an average of 67 
children in England and Wales die at the

hands of another person every year, with 
about 38,000 youngsters on child protection 
plans at any one time. 

Mr Gilroy’s review reports that the rate of 
violent child deaths in Kent between 1997 
and 2009 is six per million of the population, 
compared with 17 per million nationally. 

He wrote: “Complacency is the enemy of 
the maintenance of high practice standards. 

“Constant vigilance and the pursuit of 
improvement are essential - reliance on good 
practice standards, policies and procedures 
can only give solid assurance if compliance 
with them is diligently monitored.” 

Key national reports on safeguarding vul¬ 
nerable children have now been published by 
the Government, including its response to 
the Lord Laming inquiry and the first annu¬ 
al report to Parliament by the chief adviser 
on the safety of children, Sir Roger Singleton. 

Mr Gilroy said these reports came too late 
for them to be referred to in his own review, 
and has therefore advised the main mes¬ 
sages from them be analysed along with his 
recommendations for improvement. 

He wrote: “I am pleased to commend my 
report and its recommendations to the coun¬ 
ty council for its consideration. It portrays a 
service that it just about coping with some 
difficult pressures, but with its morale intact. 

“My recommendations about how arrange¬ 
ments might be improved, as befitting my 
professional background as a social worker, 
are offered as those offered by a critical 
friend.” 

The review went before KCC’s cabinet on 
Monday and will be considered by full coun¬ 
cil tomorrow (Thursday). 


Rail summit hears of timetable concerns 


COUNTY Hall’s transport chief has admit¬ 
ted he is “concerned” about the effects of 
Southeastern’s new timetable on commuters. 

The train operator promised more choice 
and less overcrowding when it launched its 
new schedule in December, but passengers 
claim the changes have actually led to more 
delays, fewer London-bound services and 
busier carriages. 

Now Kent County Council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for transport, Cllr Nick Chard, has 
revealed he is monitoring what the firm does 
to alleviate the problems. The new timetable 
was one of the matters discussed at last 
Thursday’s first rail summit, which brought 
together representatives from Southeastern, 
Network Rail and passenger groups. 

Cllr Chard said: “We are concerned because 
residents are concerned. That’s one of the 


reasons we organised the summit, because it 
was an opportunity for rail users to have 
their say directly to Southeastern and for 
them to respond in a public forum. 

‘When the timetable was being revised we 
did make a point of supporting the retention 
of the Cannon Street service on the 
Maidstone line, but we will form a view on 
the overall picture once we have listened to 
what everyone has to say. This summit is 
about improving communication.” 

The new timetable was launched to coin¬ 
cide with the start of High Speed 1, which for 
an extra £8 per journey provides London 
commuters with quicker journey times. 

But commuters say the 140mph trains are 
underused because they only reached the 
higher speeds at Ebbsfleet and their only 
London destination was St Pancras. 


Skilled volunteers in short supply 


PROFESSIONALS are being urged to help 
tackle the shortage of skilled volunteers. 

New findings by the Kent Volunteers part¬ 
nership reveal there is a desperate need for 
help from people working in the finance and 
accountancy, marketing and communications, 
and IT and technology industries. 

Research also showed the voluntary sector is 
crying out for people skilled in sport, business 
administration and legal services. 

To encourage those with specialist knowl¬ 
edge to sign up, a campaign has been launched 
by Kent County Council asking people to vol¬ 
unteer their skills and make a difference. 

Carole Kincaid, county co-ordinator for Kent 
Volunteers, said it can often provide a way into 
future employment, as well as giving people 
the chance to try something new. 

“It doesn’t have to involve giving up a lot of 
time,” she said. “Even small amounts can 
make such a difference. More importantly, it 


can be a lot of fun and a way to be part of some¬ 
thing different.” 

There have been concerns that shortages of 
volunteers could lead to cuts in services, which 
is why KCC believes it is important that 
skilled people get involved. 

Peter Turner, a qualified accountant with 
more than 30 years’ experience, has been an 
honorary treasurer for Voluntary Action 
Maidstone since 2007. He urged other profes¬ 
sionals to try volunteering. 

“I find it really satisfying to know I’m help¬ 
ing just by using my everyday skills,” he said.

RELEASED in 2005, the original 
Nanny McPhee was a strong suc¬ 
cessor to Mary Poppins in every 
way 

Adapted from the Nurse Matilda books by 
Christianna Brand, the film pitted seven mis¬ 
chievous tykes against an ugly woman with a 
snaggle tooth, warts and an oversized nose, 
who had a few tricks up her sleeve when it 
came to childcare. 

Susanna White’s colourful sequel casts an 
even more bewitching spell, introducing the 
mysterious nanny to a family in crisis in 
wartime Britain. 

Nanny McPhee & The Big Bang is a glorious 
romp that once again demonstrates Emma 
Thompson’s magical touch in front of and 
behind the camera. 

As screenwriter, she crafts believable, funny 
and endearing characters, whose plights move 
us to laughter and tears as the plot twists and 
turns in unexpected directions.

Chaos ensues when snooty, well-to-do 
cousins Cyril and Celia come to stay and take 
an immediate dislike to the rest of the brood. 

“We have come from far away - from the 


land of soap and indoor toilets,” announces

Smith, Ifans and the demented double-act of 
Miss Topsey and Miss Turvey provide unadul¬ 
terated comic relief, aided by a litter of syn¬ 



chronised swimming pigs. Young actors 
impress with their timing and cry convincing¬ 
ly in pivotal scenes. 

The explosive ending leaves a lump in the 
throat that keeps the bam door open for 
another visit from the enigmatic governess.

AS FAR as earth-shatter¬ 
ing epiphanies go, the real¬ 
isation that laid-back ocean 
cruises are one of life’s 
greatest offerings is among 
my least profound.

On a cruise, the ship’s captain and 
his doting staff are expected to take 
care of these potential problems, 
leaving you with nothing more tax¬ 
ing to ponder than pool or hot tub. 

And so it proved for me on NCL’s 
nine-night Canary Islands and 
Morocco fly-cruise, which starts and 
ends in Barcelona, Spain. 

I and a four-strong contingent of 
fellow journalists joined the 14-deck 
Norwegian Jade cruise liner in Gran 
Canaria, replacing five other

reporters who had been treated to 
the first half of the Mediterranean 
round trip. 

As we headed for our first stop, the 
isolated island of Madeira, I took my 
first look at my new floating home. 

The giant vessel contains living 
quarters for 2,400 guests and a fur¬ 
ther 1,000 staff, a dozen restaurants, 
theatre, bars, gym, spa, basketball 
court, sun deck, casino, and - for the 
highest of high-spenders - a private, 
secluded suntrap, plunge pool and 
hot tub. 

Despite carrying a combined popu¬ 
lation of 3,400 people, the ship’s 
impressive design and layout masks 
this, giving the constant impression 


that the vessel is practically empty. 

During our cruise we were treated 
to pre-dinner drinks in a number of 
the ship’s open lounge bars, where 
we were entertained by a range of 
experienced musicians and perform¬ 
ers, before dining in a number of the 
cover-charged restaurants. 

Entertainment continues through 
the night in the form of live bands, 
theatre shows, stand-up comedians 
and a nightly disco. 

Away from the fine dining, drink¬ 
ing and dancing, we enjoyed brief 
soirees ashore in Madeira, Malaga 
and finally Barcelona. 

Madeira enjoys a slower pace of 
life, with small town centre streets 
winding around bustling markets 
and churches on their way to the 
seafront. 

Our deepest journey inland came 
in Malaga, when we took a minibus 
to the stunning Nerja caves, discov¬ 
ered 50 years ago by a group of 
intrepid schoolboys. 

Dating back five million years, the 
caves play host to hundreds of sta¬ 
lagmites and stalagtites as well as 
Palaeolithic wall paintings. 

Barcelona, I’m told, is beautiful, 
however I was only able to catch a 
glimpse of the city as we were driv¬ 
en directly from the port to the air¬ 
port for our flight home. 

Cruises are calming and give holi¬ 
daymakers the chance to relax while 
making short stops at a number of 
destinations. 

Personally, I would have enjoyed 
at least one night’s stay at each stop, 
in order to take a deeper look inland 
without fear of missing the boat. 

Being a hardy Brit, the ship’s US- 
styled tips and add-ons culture was 
also unappreciated, but perhaps I’m 
picking at faults that aren’t there.

vehicles with a ‘52 registration or older 
can be swapped to get a minimum of 
£2,000 off a new Skoda, which could be a 
Fabia supermini from £7,340 or the 
executive class Superb from £14,165. The 
car simply needs to have a valid MOT cer¬ 
tificate, tax, insurance and be driveable.

The Watts linkage’ on the rear suspension 
counters lateral pressures when cornering 
hard and all Astras I’ve driven so far tempt 
this and with confidence. 

It underlines Vauxhall’s intent to shift into 
the more demanding private sector rather 
than the big volume/low margin fleet sector 
that was its preferred habitat. 

The car feels huge inside; a long wheelbase 
and a dashboard set well away from front pas¬ 
sengers makes you believe you are in a car 
from the class above while cleverly shaped 
rear windows suggest a racy downswept 
roofline yet there is ample rear headroom. 

However, I mark it slightly below the less visu¬ 
ally arresting VW Golf for ultimate refinement 
and handling plus snob appeal, reflected by 
higher projected used values for the German car. 

Despite generous standard kit, Astra list 
prices are also unrealistic. 

They start from £16,000 and the flagship 
spec 1.7 (125PS/123bhp with 60mpg average) 
CDTi Elite diesel test car costs £22,415 offi¬ 
cially, for instance. 

I don’t even need to ask dealers whether 
they want to read that fairy tale to customers, 
but you might ask them for the real story. 


VAUXHALL has gone ‘Flex’ mad. 

It started with the fold away Flex 7 seating 
of the original Zafira MPV. 

The General Motors brand has since flexed 
every cabin ‘muscle’ it can find in search of ver¬ 
satility and storage potential. 

And now the new generation five-door 
British-built Astra has had the same workout.

Overpaying could 
save you a fortune

EVERYONE likes to save money, but 
not everyone takes the opportunity to 
save huge sums of money by taking 
advantage of low interest rates. 

If “every cloud has a silver lining”, 
then while low rates are clearly bad 
news for savers they really are great 
news for borrowers, many of whom may 
not have realised quite how good that 
news is. 

If you are one of those people who 
respond to falling mortgage costs simply 
by spending money on going out more 
often or booking a holiday, you are miss¬ 
ing the chance to save tens of thousands 
of pounds in the longer term. 

Smart borrowers have realised that 
not only can they enjoy reduced monthly 
outgoings in the short term, but they can 
also clear the mortgage faster and save a 
sizeable amount of interest by making 
overpayments. 

And I’m not talking about a few hun¬ 
dred pounds here. 

For many borrowers the rate payable 
now is much less than the rate they were 
quoted when the mortgage was taken 
out, so you could even argue that they 
are effectively paying off their mortgage 
faster at no extra cost. 

For an ‘average mortgage’ of, say, 
£100,000 at a rate of 6 per cent, an addi¬ 
tional payment of £100 per month will 
shorten your mortgage term by about six 
years and save you about £27,000. Yes, 
£27,000 - just for continuing to pay what 
you had already got used to paying 
before rates fell. 

I do not expect low rates to be around 
forever, so, like diets and other resolu¬ 
tions, the sooner you start the better. 

Different lenders have different rules 
about making overpayments, so it’s 
important to seek professional financial 
advice before proceeding. But please, 
don’t be put off. 

The path to big savings is fairly simple 
and trouble-free; you might even be able 
to move your mortgage to a lower rate 
and save even more than you thought. 


Lenders 'must take risks 
to kick-start the market'

PROPERTY analysts say lenders must 
take more risks with their capital to 
boost the market. 

They say that too many are too cautious, as they do 
not want to see themselves losing out financially. 

Timothy Lambert, head of consulting at property 
investment consultancy Ducalian, explained that 
mortgage lenders were obliged to provide more loans, 
but were being very careful. 

“With a change of government likely within four 
months, lenders are also wary of fixed-rate mort¬ 
gages as interest rates can only go one way and infla¬ 
tion is starting to rise fast,” he said. 

Many people were also conscious of the possibility 
of a double-dip recession, Mr Lambert added, calling 
the mortgage-market picture “artificial” because of 
these factors. 

Mortgage-lending would recover in time, but only 
when confidence returned to lenders, he concluded. 

Figures from the Council of Mortgage Lenders 
show that gross lending fell to about £9.1 billion last 
month, a decline of almost a third on December’s 
level of £13.4 billion. 

The current trends in lending have also come 
under the microscope as experts seek to predict 
movements within the property market in the com¬ 
ing months. 

Property purchases are likely to be at a lower level 
in the first few months of 2010, following a boost in 
December when buyers move to take advantage of 
the stamp duty concession, said Bernard Clarke, 
spokesman for the Council of Mortgage Lenders. 

‘We are still in a market in which it is not as com¬ 
petitive as it was and those circumstances will only 
improve very slowly,” he said. 

Mr Clarke called for measures to address the short¬ 
age of mortgage funding, pointing out that recovery 
in the property market would be slow if the £300 bil¬ 
lion shortfall was not made up. 

More than half - 58 per cent - of mortgage brokers 
expect to see an increase in business in the first three 
months of this year, research from Paragon 
Mortgages has revealed. On average, they are pre¬ 
dicting a rise of 7.1 per cent. 



Fall in prices spark fears of double dip recession

HOUSE prices dropped in March month on 
month from February for the first time on 
record. 

March has always marked the beginning of 
the spring increase in property values, but the 
Halifax and Nationwide Building Societies 
both reported a drop in house prices this 
month. 

“There are fears of a double-dip recession in 
the housing market, but LetAssured UK 
believes that February’s drop was fuelled by 


mortgage unavailability and the continuing 
cold weather which restricted activity,” said 
David Plaister, of LetAssured UK. 

“The weather conditions in January and 
February undoubtedly had a bearing on activ¬ 
ity,” said the chief economist at the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors, Simon 
Rubinsohn. 

“Prices will go up over the next three to six 
months and then they might stabilise. 

“Interest rates may rise in the fourth quar¬ 


ter of this year. That could arrest the upward 
move in prices and begin to backtrack towards 
the end of 2010,” he added. 

“LetAssured is still advising its clients that 
there are realistic property prices for the 
shrewd buy-to-let investor who researches his 
properties and agent correctly. 

“Current asking prices linked to sensible 
mortgage products should stand investors in 
good stead and compensate for any future 
hikes in interest rates.”
